So determined is the State 
to get rid‘of this destructive fly that 
in every orchard where the -fly-is 
found all the cherries have to be pick- 
ed and buried two feet deep in the 
earth.

Fire .of. unknown’ origin early 
Wednesday morning of last week 
totally destroyed the ‘saw and planing 
mill of the Fochtman’ Lumber Com. |’ 
pany, located one-half mile northwest 
of .Clarion... Fhe lumber piles ‘and 
‘logs were spared, the principal stock 
loss being. confined to the lumber in 
the mill-proper. Flames were noticed 
first ‘by the engineer who resides 
close to. the mill, ‘about 4:30, -but 
owing to the fire apparatus being 
limited to. water. barrels. distributed 
around the mill, very little could be 
done to save-the plant.’ The mill was
